IN CRASH, DIES 


Death of Lieutenant Bettis Is 


Second Air Casualty With- 
in Week 


Washington, D. 01—M»>—Lieut. Cy 


rus M. Bettis, army flyer Injured in « 
crash last week, died In the Watler 
Reed hospital. Death resulted from 
spinal meningitis which developed af- 
ter the injured flyer was believed to 
be on his way to recovery. He was 
brought to Walter Reed hospital sev- 
eral days ago in an ambulance air- 
plane from Bellevonte, Pa., near 
which place his injury occurred. 


With death of Bettis both the army 


and navy have lost two of their lead 
Ing fliers within a week's time. Com 
mander John Rodgers of the navy, 
who made the Hawaiian attempt, died 
from injuries received in a crash at 
Philadelphia last week and his burial 
at Arlington National cemetery Tues- 
day came at a time when Bettis' con- 
dition was taking the turn

brought death Wednesday morning.

fifth United States reservation will be 
turned over to a commission for study. 


The belief prevails that "the basis of 
this reservation is a desire on the 
part of the United States to prevent 
any attempt by the council of the 
league of nations to seek, advisory 
opinions either on immigration prob- 
lems or questions affecting the Mon- 
roe Doctrine and Latin America. 


The fifth reservation provides tnat 


the International court of justice shall 
not without the consent of the United 
States entertain any request for an 
advisory opinion touching any dispute 
or question in which tho United States 
has or claims an interest. 


RESERVATIONS OF U. S. 


The other reservations under which 


the U. S. is walling to adhere to the 
court are: 
First, adherence shall not involve 


legal relations with the league of na- 
tions 
or 
the 
assumption 
of 


obligations by the United States under 
the treaty of Versailles. 


Second, equality shall be given 


American representatives with mem- 
bers of the council and assembly of 
the league of nations for the election 
of judges and other officers of the 
court and for filling vacancies. 


Third, the United States shall pay 


a fair share of the expenses of the 
court. 


Fourth, the United States may with- 


draw at any time from its adherence. 


The American reservations were 


adopted January 
27 by the United 
States Senate in deciding by a vote 
of 76 to 17, to Join the world court.

MEXICO INTERVENTION 


Paul Smiths, N. Y^—(/P)—President 


Coolidge was told Wednesday by 
James A. Flaherty, supreme knight of 
tho Knights of Columbus, that that 
order does not ask Intervention by the 
United States in Mexico. 


The order, said Mr. Flaherty, who 


was accompanied by members of his 
supreme council, does not even ask 
the lifting of the embargo on arms 
shipments to Mexico. Instead, he 
made clear, it desires only the exer- 
cise of whatever good offices the Unit- 
ed States can extend under interna- 
tional law to ameliorate conditions In 
dispute with President Callcs. 


Conditions In Mexico at this time 


were ascribed by Mr. Flaherty to 
policies of the past three American 
administrations.

trouble started with the arrival of 
strikebreakers Sunday. 


^ After a night and day of disorders 
during which an attempt was made to 
fire the mills the trouble reached a 
peak Tuesday night -when strikers 
gathered at the head of the Black- 
stone river bridge leading to the plant

"RUINING" FRANCE 


In the face of statements by M. Cle- 


menceau and the French "parade of the 
mutilated'' that the war debt settlement 
would mean ruin and sale of France and 
French independence, Mr. Caret Garrctt 
has told in the Saturday Evening Post 
for August twenty-eight the true story of 
French borrowing and its uses. Every 
American who is in a quandary on the 
war debt issue would relieve his mind by 
reading it. 


In the first place Mr. Garrett repeats 


a fact which cannot have too much em- 
phasis—that nearly half of the French 
debt was borrowed not for war purposes 
but after the armistice. 
In the settle- 


ment we forgave so much of their debt 
that we nearly wiped out the actual war 
loans. In addition to the amounts loaned 
France by the United States treasury the 
French republic and its cities and rail- 
ways have borrowed almost another half 
billion from Wall street, bringing their to- 
tal borrowings since the war to around 
two billions. 
AVhat. Mr. Garrett asks, 


did France spend it for? 


"Some of it they ate. It is in their 


works of restoration. 
It is also in new 


works—in their great postwar electric 
power plants, in their ships, in the im- 
provement of their docks and harbors, in 
their canals and roads, in their housing 
schemes for the better condition of work- 
ing people. 
Some of it the government 


lost in a fatuous effort to support the val- 
ue of the franc against the power of the 
printing pi-ess." 


In other words, the loan we are asked 


to forgive for fear of "ruining" France, 
and the further private debt which Wall 
street refuses to increase until France has 
funded its Obligation to our treasury, 
have been invested in the franc gamble, 
in vast public and private improvements, 
in housing loans to provide hundreds of 
apartments in Paris for the new classes 
of prosperous workers created by infla- 
tion, in railroad investment, and in as- 
sisting the water-power development of 
France from 900.000 horse-power to 3.- 
000.000. Not to mention, of course: the 
French army! 


Our funds, federal and private, have 


gone to France and remained with France 
in order that that nation might enjoy a 
building and industrial boom. 
French 


talk of "ruin" in connection with the 
American loan is folly t r -'If it wouldrruin ; 
France to pay us back, then the reason is 
that France has made a most unprofitable 
investment of pur money.

WHEN A BIMBO NEEDS A FRIEND 


Here is a letter from a Detroit mother 
which 


oucht to appeal to every bimbo's best friend: 


"On bch.°!f of the babies who cannot write 


for themselves ami enter a protest. I am asking 
you to give an article on the dressing, or as it 
should be expressed, the 
undressing of the 


baby for hot weather. 


"I believe one of the silliest and most harm- 


ful superstitions that has been handed down is 
that the wearing of woolen bands prevents in- 
testinal troubles ia an infant, and I believe the 
medical profession is as much to blame as the 
laity. 
"Every day I see poor babies dressed in wool 


stockings, wool booties, wool shirts and bands, 
and without question their parents think such 
dress is necessary. 


"From my experience with my own children, 


my grandchildren and from observation. I be- 
lieve a baby in hot weather should wear noth- 
ing but a cotton diaper nt home, and only a 
light cotton dress when out on the street. 


"Also I believe a belly band at any time of 


year should be kept on the baby only as long as 
necessary to hold the navel dressing in place- 
usually three weeks or perhaps 
four 
weeks 


after birth. 


"Please give mothers some of your sound ad- 


vice about this custom of overdressing 
the 


baby in hot weather. It is heart breaking to see 
helpless infants treated so barbarously." 
*

When this grandmother imputes 
part of 
the 


ilame for the superstition to the medical profes- 
sion, she utters the truth. I blush to admit that 
oo many of us doctors still harbor this superstition 
and indeed some of our medical leaders right now 
are straining: every resource in the effort to bring 
evidence to support this same superstition—they 
deliberately strive to make people believe there is 
some vague risk or danger Involved .in leaving off 
clothing which is too warm for comfort. For ono 
:onspicuous and rather awful 
example I would 


mention the present chief or head of the United 
States public health service. Surgeon General dim- 
ming cHerishes this superstition and strives by his 
lublic utterances to keep it alive in the minds of 
the people. I might mention numerous other con- 
spicuous and awful examples—but what's the use? 
—they won't fight the thing out anyway. I've rid- 
culed them, called them fighting names, taunted 
and challenged them, but 
they're too proud 
to 


•ight. There must be such a thing as being too 
proud to fight—when you know down in your heart 
:hat your cause is wrong. 


Infants do suffer excessively, not only from dis- 


comfort, but from disease due to excessive heat. A 
baby is an 'Internal combustion engine and being 
a new engine produces relatively much more heat, 
than an older one does. A baby's cooling system is 
rather less efficient than an older child's or an 
adult's particularly a young baby's. It is necessary 
therefore, to give the baby's 
cooling system a 


chance to work and to place no unnecessary handi- 
cap upon it. 


What this Detroit grandma suggests for 
the 


proper dress7 for the young baby'in hot weather is 
correct. And the diaper should be made of only a 
light fine cotton material which has good absorbent 
finalities—a material called "diaper cloth—and never 
of wool, cotton flannel or any rubberized or im- 
pervious material. 


The bflly band may be of woolen or flannel cut 


on th"4 bias, though a stockinette band of cotton is 
generally preferable. It should be discarded as soon 
as the navel is healed. 


No shoes or booties should be put on a baby un- 


til the baby begins to walk. Bimbos should go bare- 
foot in all but cold weather. 


The baby most likely to succumb to hot weather 


is the one kept sweltering in too much clothing.
